If eye** went pensltlvu to radio 
wave* instead of light, the Hea¬ 
ven* would appear utrangely dif¬ 
ferent. None of the familiar 
?l*rn of the night would be ob- 
s.’i vnblp.

About a dozen of these sources 
have been identified with faint 
objects seen telescopically, but 
many of the hundreds of the 
2,000 now known have not.

Congress has appropriated ap¬ 
proximately £4,000,000 for pur¬ 
chasing the land, constructing 
tbe telescope and building other 
necessary facilities. Associated 
Universities, Inc,, New York, will 
manage activities at the installa¬ 
tion since the National Science 
Foundation is forbidden by law 
from engaging directly in re¬ 
search- 

Facilities of the national radio 
astronomy observatory at Green 
Hank will be available for research 
to radio astronomer from the 
entire country. The site was selec¬ 
ted over 20 other locations be¬ 
cause radio noise there is at a

If the colliding galaxies were 
10 times more distant, they could 
not presently be observed even 
with the 200-inch Palomar tele¬ 
scope. As a radio object, they 
could, however, still be detected 
by sensitive radio telescopes. 
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With the new large instruments 
now coming into operation, scien¬ 
tists may thus be able to “see" 
far beyond the limits of visible 
space as they reach ever outward 
in their struggle for knowledgs 
and understanding of the uni¬ 
verse.
